The <|oeetieR of the location of this afeney on the 
basis of deeeQtraliaati<m« dispersal, or in the eentrel area 
has been thorouchly considered, togeUter vith all qaeetloas 
raised in your letter, AfUa* dtie consideration. It is ay 
recoaaettdatim that CXA toe dispersed to an area ontside of 
laehjUagtm. The reason for this is that the day-to-day relati<m- 
abdip with other intelligence i^mnles of the OoeemaMst, the 
hatimal Seoority Council, end ^ President, is each that da- 
eentxaliaation could not undar ^ase eintuaatamcs ba eondidared. 
On ^e ethar hand, the functions assigned to this agency are of 
such eital iaportanee that location in %h% central area, with 
the prospect of eoa^lete destruction, la otoviinisly isgtoasitole* 

In eonsidezlng the relative priorities of the vazlous 
oz^aaisatlonal units of this ag«u>y, I have emm to the conclusion 
that ^ cbjaetive with regard to tha diaparsal of CIA aetlvitias 
aust be to disperse the mtire «^moy. faoh orgenlsatii8ial seg- 
is essential to tlM production of both ourrmt and long-range 
national intalligenee eatiaates and should be relocated aa a eon- 
pl^te unit« 


At cost, the agency will require froa 5,000 to 10,{XK> 
^uare feet of Mp*c« in the central area for oroiopt a™* afflciant 
3^sm to other intelligence agencies. The overall q»ace requirw- 
Bent to house this ageney on the basis of a dispersal plan wiU be
